News was received: at Shanghai late on 
Wednesday (26°h April) of the destruction by 
fire of the Indo-China Navigation Company's 
"well-known river 4.5, Yuentvo, but it was diffi 
cult to obtain nny definite confirmation or par- 
iculars, Yesterday there were many sources 
of information,_but ail the storied of the cye- 
witnesses differed in taterial details. Amal. 
wamating the coincident particulits of informa- 
Uon from several sources the following-is pro- 
bably correct in the main, 

” Thess, Yuenwo .was on the down voyage 
from Hankow and ;o.ts to Shanghai, having 
onboard o few foreign passengers, including 
one lady, and a very large number ¢f Chinese 
passengers, with A xencral cargo which includ- 

ed some 12,020 bags of rice. The fire had 
evidently been burning for some considerible 
time before it was discovered, for at about 1.30 
a.m. on Wednesday, when tho'veszel was some 
twenty miles the other side of Tungchow, lames 
were naticed iu the ‘tween decks almost under 
the bridge and spread rap‘dly forward, Every 
endeavour was made with the availible appli- 

ances toextinguish the flames, butwithout effect, 
‘and in,the meantime the vessel had arrived off 
Tunychow, 
possible hope of extinguishing the fire and 
Steps were at pnce taken to save the passengers, 
The boats were got out and the foreign passen: 


‘yers were taken safely to the shore, bul the 


panicestricken Chinese crowded into the other 
boats before they could be Jowered and caused 
much delay, The’ first two boats that left the 
ship with: nitive passengers were ‘swamped 
owing to the rush of natives who would not be 
restrained. The boats made (our trips in all 
and with .the ‘assistance of boats sent to the 
rescu: by the U.S ‘gunboat Mellalodos ard 
otrs. Satan and Zussad, the maj ‘rity of the 
passengers were saved. Several natives lost 
their lives by jumping into the river without 
waiting for the boats ; others were burat owing 
tnremaining on byard and trying'to save their 
goods and chattels, ‘There are various estim- 
ates us to the loss of- life. No foreigners were 
killed, One estimate is that not more than ten 


‘people are missing, ‘but on the other hand 


it is reported that one family alone, consist- 
ing of ten = members,. is missing. The 
agents put the Toss of Ife down at: between 
thirty and forty, while native repons are 
to the effect, that quite two hundred 
naviveé are, unaccounted for, When the last 
boat went alongside the ship (wo natives were 
seen lo “have mounted the rails, and were told 
to jump. - One jumped into the water and was 
saved, but the other apparently lost bis head 
and was seen to topple back into the midst of 
‘the flames. A compradore, or shroff, refused 
to lewe the ship when opportunity cume, but 
reinained behind to fill his pockets with dollars 
and sycee. He then jumped into the riverand 
the weight of the silver caused him to sink, 
Sn the water he niinaged to: divest himself of 
bis clothing and silver and was eventually 
pcked up. Some lives were lost through the 
natives Who were struggling in the - water 
attempting to’ clamber into bouts which were 
already fully loaded, causing thiny to swamp, 
The Yueswo was beached baw On aS Shon is 
it was passible lo do so, but this was tae portion 
of the boat in which the fire was raging, and 
consequently the passengers werent the further 
eod, making it necessary for them to swin 
as‘ ore or take to the boats. Captain Flagg 
ig said to-hiave remained on hoard to the last 
possible \moment and eventually made dis 
nscape fram the baw hy climbing dows the 
anchor chain, The (areign passengers and 264 
nalive passengers and crew arrived here ‘on 
Wednesday night by the str, Sufan, Capt 
Hlagg and the officers were accommodated on 
board the gunboat W:Madpéas for a time and 
afterwards Capt. Flagg secured a junk, in 
whch he and the chief qficer and chief engi- 
neer remain -for-the present, ‘standing by the 
burniny vessel. 

Up to lavest advices the VYuenwo was still 
burning aad will probably buré for a couple of 
days, the cargo being rice, She is practically 
burot down to the water: line and only her steel 
hull remains. 

Mr. Alfred Ross, who was a passenger on the 
steamer, ad a very narrow escace, He was 
awakened by the noise and hadle t his cabin 
in time ta get away hy the first boat, but seeing 
the confusion among the Chinese the ran aft 
and endeavoured (o assist in vestoring onler. 


Alter throwing over lifebuoys, he assisted the‘ 


3rd officer ta lower one of the port side 
boats. «ft was iaumediately. filled by bout io 
Chinese, and sswatnped, the occupants being 
thrown. into the water. Another boat was 
lowered, crowded, and: swamped in the same 
way: While a third boat ivas being let down 
it canted over and Mr. Ross was caught 
by the ‘eg in the halyards, remaining fixed and 
immersed up to the hady in water for some 
time. [le was rescued with some bruises and 
then avlempted to’ escape on some spars, but 
only succeeded in drifting round to the stern 
of the vessel where he clung on to the signal 


chauling. The water was {ull of stroggling.and 


drowning Chinese, and several ef these clung 
onto Mr. Ross and almost pulled hj under’ 
When he was almost exdausted he {managed 
ta attract the altention of one of the ship's 
officers in'a boat and was dragged on board. 
So narrow was his escape that the bodies of 
two dead Chinese were still clinging to his 
clothes when he was sescued. Mr. Ross was 
then cared for on board the Susan, by which 
he travelled dawn to Shanghai. He desires to 
express his thanks to the officers of that ship 
and also to thage who picked him out of the 

water, In Mr. Rosy’s estimation very few of 
the Chinese who crowded the two bouts that 
were swamped survived, The shore was lined 
with natives and sampans, but no attempt was 
made by them to assist in rescuing the unfor- 
tinate passengers,

A notabh: edict, abolishing that form of 
capital punishment known as ‘lingeh'ih (the 
slicing process) has just been issued by the 


Chinese Tmnperial authorities, It has long 


been notorious that the punishments inflict: 
vd-by the Chinesd judiciary are the most 
severe in the known -world, being charac: 
terised by a brutality and callousness purely 


Oriental, and one of the most terrible: of 


these punishments was ,that of lingeh'th, 
which was reserved for criminals of ‘the 
worst type. Lately, the Chinese Ministers 
have heen cugaged in the work of revising 
the laws, and on considering the nature of 
the capital sentence they submitted a pro: 
posal to the throne that lingch‘ih should be 
abolished, and that itt cases where criminals 
were now awaiting punishment by the 
lingehtiy process, the lesser agony of de- 
To the 
Imperial decree on the subject, it is remark- 
ed that in past ages the severest form of 
punishment in China was that’ of decapita- 
tion, but when the Manchus entered the 
country the’ old laws of the preceding 
Ming Dynasty were embodied in the laws 
of the conquerors, with the result that 
lingeh'th became part and parcel of the 
penalties which ‘could be imposed, by the 
Courts, Asa general rule, the criminal who 
was sentenced to death by lingch4h had 
committed a very serious offence against the 
Government so that it was deemed impossible 
to punish him sufficiently, The idea of 
lingchth was that by slicing the ana- 
tomy of the malefactor, he would find 
on his arrival in the next world that-he was

Dr. Fdkins was born nearly: 82 years. ago. 
He took: his 
degree at the London University in 1843, and 
arrived in Shanghai. in: connection with the 
: He was 
welcomed to China by Dr. Medhurst. (the 
fatiier of Sir Walter Medhusst) who ‘was the 
first Protestant ‘Missionary tn Central China, 

In 1861 Dr. Edkins pushed north feom 
+] Shanghai after the cessation of hostilities in 
conné: tion’ with the Taiping rebellion, and’ 
first at Chefoo for ashoit time, then at Tiva- 
{sin, and finally at Peking, he lubowed en- 
‘uygetically and successfully, earning the re- 
spect and love of his colleagues as well as of 
others who were. privileged to know him, 


Abou! the year 1880 he accepted an impor: 
tant position.in the Ciovernment departinent of 
the Chinese Impetial Customs, tle, however, 
‘Kept up his Gnnection with the London Mis- 
sionary Sociey, and ihe tast two or thres years 
had charge of the service every Sunday after: 
noon in the London Mission Chapel in 
Shanghai. 

“De. Edkins was marned three times, his 
‘wife suiviving to mourn, his Juss, 


found scholarship and perseveting industry, 
of which the’ many able works from his 
spen bear eloquent testimony, He was ree 
cognised in every land as an authority of the

Of his -kind and 
affectionate nilure, it is Sentcely necessary to 
speak; all wha knew him Irived him, and.now 
thut he has left us he-wili be tong missed and 
mourned, whea his familiag face is no longer 
seen at the religious, philanthropic, and educa. 
tional ‘meetings that he so loves to take part 
in, and where those who attended were in- 
stracied and helped by, his: wise ‘words and 
kindly presence. ! 
‘THE FUNERAL, 

The rain was-fulling in torrent when in the 
Pahsienjao Cemetery last evening (agth April) 
the remains of the late Dr, Joseph Edkins were 
Jaid ‘in their final resting place. The in 
clemency of the weather, however, did not 
prévent the chapel being filled with sorrowing 
friends, among whom we noticed the Russian, 
Consul-Gencral, Mr, Kleimenow, Mr, Hobson, 
Commissioner of Custams, and.Mr. W. Bruce 
Lockhart, the grandson of Dr. Lockhart, the 
first medical missionary to China, and at whose 
home Dr, Edkins stayed on his arrival in 
Shanghai in -848, Many ‘wel'-known  mis- 
sionaries and others were also present. 

The funeral service was conducted by the 
Rev. C, E. Datwent, M.A, who after reading 
some appropriate verses of Scriptire, in the 
course of his remarks bore eluquent testimony 


to the learning and personal character of him | 


whose loss they were mourning. Whose life 
was 50 pleasant, to beautiful,’ so inspir 
ing, so charged ‘with divine elements’ as 
was his! “He was a steady worker at an 
age when most men thought of rest. He | 
was ‘full of learning; his reputation was 
world wide, !4e was interested “in every-' 
thing that was going on till the last—every 
look interested him, He was an ideal scholar, 
‘a marvellous man, His character was a beauti- 
ful one ; he had as few faulis as one could find 
in aman, ‘Hewas full of charity for all; fond 
of nature and poetry, His Gospel was as broad 
Who, did not honour him? 
Who that knew him did not love him’? There 
seemed to be no element. that goes to 
‘make up a perféct life missin. “He was a man 
who was liere for more than four-score years: 
and had enjoyed from God's hand very remark: 
able health and strength, His 1ecord was o 
marvellous one ; he was laithful as a Missionary 
and faith(ul in his service forthe Chinese Go- 
vernment, He was the author of well-known 
and valuable books on Oriental lore, and “his 
cuntributions to the Royal Asiatic Society 
were constant ard yalutble.. He was un- 


doubtedly a man of wonderful intellectual’ 


energy. Asfor his character, how Feautiful it 


~was,. Whole-hearted devotion ta God's service, 


but without any. of the acerbity, narrowness, 
uncharitableness that such a character somes 
times shows. He was beloved and honoured 
by (be Chinese, for whom he had spent his 


life, and. he was also equally beloved «and 


honoured by the whole foreign community of 
China; He had not’ lived‘in vain; his work 
will remain, and he will not be forgotten.
